In his own county, Mercer 
stated that 50 percent of the oats, 
wheat and barley crops are a total 
}yss. He added mournfully: 

“All vou can say about the corn 
ai.d cotton is that it’s just sorrv.” 

Mercer said farmers in Washing: 
ton already have replanted a large 
portion of the cotton crop. They 
‘now are replanting corn all over 
the county. 

He said walking over the pas- 
tures “is like walking over dry 
leaves where there should be soft 

green mats.” | 

The crimson clover crop is al- 
most ruined, Mercer said and blue 
lupine is off 25 percent. 

Mercer said a cattleman told 
him today that a great many head 
of cattle were recently put out to 


graze. . 

“The cattleman told me,” he said

Mercer said the present drouth 
is one of the worst he can remem- 
ber and added that if rain does not 
come soon, Washington farmers 
may have no crops at all this year.

Let the Grand Jury Take Over 


‘ What is so puzzling about the rumor 
of attempted bribery in connection with 
City Council’s vote on rent controls is 
that nobody seems to know where the 
rumor originated. Ald. Lee Evans, who 
reported the rumor at Council’s meeting 
Monday, declined to say where he had 
heard it, but apparently it already had 
been in circulation at least several days. 

Attempted bribery of a public official 
is a serious offense. Until the rumor is

Gen. Kenney’ Timely Warning 


Ever since the cold war broke out high 
Government and military lecders have 
spent much time assuring us that “war is 
not inevitable.” 

Obviously, war is not inevitable. Noth- 
ing on this earth is inevitable but death 
and taxes. 

But it is just as well—and a good anti- 
dote for our apathy—that Gen George C. 
Kenney, of the Air Force, has warned 
that war is not at all unlikely. Gen. Ken- 
ney did not go quite so far as to say, cate- 
gorically, that war is inevitable. He said 
he believes war is coming and that Soviet 
Russia probably has established the year 
in which the attack would come. It will 
not be this year or next, barring unex- 
pected incident, because Russia is not 
ready. Russia will not attack until she 
thinks she can win. Most military experts 
put 1952 or 1953 as the year in which

Russia probably will be ready. 

A lot can happen, however, in two or 
three years. Top-heavy structures, such as 
that centered in the Kremlin and control- 
ling one third of the world’s population, 
have been known to fall of their own 
weight. There is possibility of internal 
strife. There are any number of impon- 
derables that can change the course of 
world affairs in coming months and years. 

But the warning is timely. War is not 
an impossibility. Unless the course is 
changed, voluntarily or by factors be- 
yond our control, the prospects of a shoot- 
ing war cannot be discounted. 

Gen. Kenney’s estimate is a military 
one. The military proceeds on the logi- 
cal theory that it is better to be prepared 
for the worst.

=e The act itself is not bad. It does not require that 
Stupidity a man retire, or cease to produce the products of 
his brain and hands. But, what has happened, is that the growth 
of union-management pension systems has set that age for retire- 
. ment, 

The evil results are twofold. 

First, the retirement age does not take into consideration the 
really* enormous mental and physical differences in individuals. 
There-are many examples. Herbert Hoover was regarded as a fail- 
ure as President. It is only in his late years that he has come 
to be accepted as one of our ablest and most valuable citizens. He 
has done so because he was physically able to undertake and carry 
out difficult and exhausting journeys, and because he mentally 
produces ideas which give off sparks and set the minds of others 
to work. One may not always agr®e with them but they are, 
nevertheless, sharp and pertinent thoughts. His committee report 
on reform of government is a masterful document, and one which 
is slowly going to bring about needed improvements. Bernard 
Baruch, in the field of investment and business, and Arturo Tos- 
canini in music, are but symbols of thousands of men in all fields 
who are making superior contributions. Every American com- 
munity has such men who are valuable, productive leaders. , 


Dan er According to the available figures, in 1900 there were 
o in this country only 3,000,000 men who were 65 years 
of age or over. Slightly more than two-thirds of them were active 
workers. 

Today the nation has an estimated 11,500,000 persons 65 and 
over. The Department of Labor estimates less than half the men 
and only about one-tenth of the women are self-supporting. 


Millions of them wish to be. They are able to work. But, 
business and industry stubbornly and stupidly close the door. 


Not only that, but because of the pension plans, management is 
unwilling to hire persons who are roughly in the group from 45 
to 64. 

The situation is already making uneasy every person who has 
given thought to it. There are those experts in the field of psy- 
chology, business and of government who see the necessity of open- 
ing up employment to older persons physically and mentally able 
to produce—not closing the doors. 


Results approach. If we arbitrarily continue to increase re- 
tirement at 65, regardless of the individual’s fitness, we will create 
a vast army of discontented, idle persons who consume but do not 
produce. They will force more and more welfare measures in gov- 
ernment. They will more and more restrict and control venture 
and initiative. Through no fault of their own they will unwillingly 
become a huge parasitic plant living off the economy. 

It requires no great wisdom to see the folly and the danger 
of such a situation. It is already affecting government. Yet, 
unions and management go merrily along setting up more and 
more plans which cast out men and women at 65 regardless of 
their individual value. 

It is a more real danger than Communism. It provides a fertile 
field for Communistic and Socialistic measures and thinking. 

It makes no sense at all. 

Yet, we keep on building our economic house on this sand of 
sure disaster.

How To Save a Life for $5 


Mr. Alfred S. Black 
Hattiesburg, Mississippi 
Dear Mr. Black: 

A couple of months ago you dropped in to see me, and as the 
result of our meeting, I wrote a column asking for suggestions on 
how to best spend the $2,000,000 left by your brother to the Black- 
Stevenson Foundation to provide “preventive and remedial treat- 
ment for cancer sufferers.” And I was plenty happy when you 
phoned a week after the piece appeared and told me you had re- 
ceived 4,000 letters, many from outstanding medical men and re- 
search organizations. 

Well, this is Letter No. 4,001, and if your patience and eyes 
can take it, I'd like to outline a startlingly unspectacular plan 
which may save the lives of 50,000 cancer victims a year at a cost 
of less than $5 per life. 

The idea—and it’s a simple one—was passed on to me by Dr. 
Harold T. Hyman, of New York, the well-known physician whose 
four-volume “Integrated Practice of Medicine” has been called “the 
practitioner’s Bible.” But before I ease into Dr. Hyman’s notion, 
let me give you some of the reasons behind it. 


In this wealthiest of nations, where we have more 
Checkups doctors per capita than anywhere else, millions of 
people get periodic medical checkups—but seldom are they checked 
for cancer until something begins to hurt. The reason, according 
to Dr. Hyman, is that these examinations seldom include a “survey” 
for cancer, even though this involves little more than a few prob- 
ings and scrapings. 

Take my own case. Every six months or so, my doctor gives me 
a pretty good going-over, but though this has been going on for 
years, I can’t remember his ever looking for cancer in those spe- 
cific areas where cancer is most likely to show up. As a result, if 
I do have cancer, I don’t figure to know it until the aches begin, and 
by that time my chances of being cured will have nose-dived at 
least 30 percent. 

As I get it from Dr. Hyman, a person has a 50 percent chance of 
licking cancer if it is spotted in its incipient stages and treated by 
a competent physician. But once the malignancy is far enough 
along to cause pain and the associated symptoms, the odds against 
killing the man-killer drop to 20 percent. Which, in my simple 
arithmetic, means that 30 out of every hundred cancer deaths 
can be prevented if we find a way to make every doctor's office 


in the country a Cancer Detection Center. 

Idea Why wouldn't it be a good idea for the Black-Stevenson 
Foundation to compile all the latest knowledge on cancer 

diagnosis in one hefty illustrated volume and then, working through 

the various local medical societies, see to it that a copy of this 

volume, free of charge, reaches the desk of every family doctor 

in the country? 

If this program were backed up by an educational campaign to 
alert both doctors and public to the importance of nipping cancer 
before it buds, it is Dr. Hyman’s estimate that each of our 100,000 
general practitioners would spot at least one incipient case each 
year. And since there’s a 50-50 chance of curing cancer in its 
baby stages, it figures that some 50,000 lives would be saved annu- 
ally—either by local medicos or by specialists and hospitals 
equipped to deal with the.malady. 


Cost I'm not suggesting, of course, that you tear up the 4,000 
letters and put your entire $2,000,000 into this one ven- 

ture. The plan which Dr. Hyman has outlined could be carried 
out for a tenth of that sum, leaving the bulk of your endowment 
for well-administered agencies and projects such as the Damon 
Runyon Fund. ‘ | 
What's more, this whole program could be handled right out 

of Hattiesburg and, as I see it, it would give your new Foundation 
the purpose and focus it’s looking for. And by putting a couple 
of hundred thousand on the sure-shot of diagnosis rather than on 
the long-shot of research, you would be rendering the average Joe 
and his missus a service which hardly anybody else is bothering

CARROLLTON—Carroll County might well be Exhibit A in the 
evidence of those who seek to make a case that racial intolerance 
stems primarily from economic insecurity and that racial tension les- 
sens as the level of prosperity increases. 


Carroll is a prosperous county . 


. . and an enlightened one. 


That some of its enlightenment and progressiveness stems from its excellent news- 
papers and that wonderful institution, West Georgia College, is not to be denied. But 
the fact remains that the county has maintained economic stability over a long period 
of years, an economic stability which has not only supported its newspapers and con- 
tributed to its college but also made for full employment, white and black. Thus, any 
underlying racial antagonisms have not been aggravated by widespread job compe- 


tition, real or imaginary. 


As a consequence, week before last when the Unadilla and Donalsonville incidents 
were, bringing notoriety and embarrassment to the State, Stanley Parkman was able 
to write in his Carroll County Georgian of “the fine relationships that exist in Carroll- 
ton and Carroll County between our white people and our Negroes.”

Rev. Carson Pritchard, Director of the Religious Panel of 
the Carroll Service Council, has done a great deal of work for Christ among the Negro 
churches of the community. That work has never been.smeared by a question of color, 


“Several weeks ago one of our good and honored Negro couples; Charlie Ball and 
his wife, Mattie, celebrated their fiftieth wedding anniversary and this newspaper pub- 
lished their invitation for white friends to call by their home during the day. A great 
number of white friends did call and presented gifts and expressed congratulations and 


thanks for their good citizenship. 


“When the April Grand Jury for Carroll County was drawn a Negro, Sam West, 


was a member of that honored body of men. 


His presence caused no stir of excite- 


ment. He has been the faithful janitor of the Carrollton Post Office for vears and has 


reared a worthy family.

Radio Moscow 


Editor Constitution: I noticed in your front 
page story on Radio Moscow that the frequency 
on which you received their broadcast was 7,290 
kilocycles. You also stated that seven additional 
frequencies would be put into service Tuesday. 
However, I have received Radio Moscow on: six 
of these frequencies for the last two months. 
What has actually happened is that Radio Moscow 
has eliminated the frequency of 7.29 megacycies 


per second and has added the frequency of 11.71 
megacycles, which I very easily picked up. last 
night, as this frequency bothers greatly after

Valley Fdérge lies northwest of Philadel.

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The troops, 11,000 strong, came to the wind- 
swept campsite of Valley Forge as darkness fell, 
in blowing snow, on the evening of Dec. 19, 
1777. It had taken them a week to march the 
final 15 miles. They were a tattered, starving 
and weary army. Behind them lay the disastrous 
battles of Brandywine and Germantown, and 
how near they were to complete dissolution as a 
fighting force only Washington himself knew. 

He gave little thought to military drill or 
discipline during the first few terrible days. 
Pitching his tent beneath a black gum tree, while 
his weary army bedded down around him, sleep- 
ing without blankets, huddled around tiny fires, 
he first laid out his plans for shelter. He drew 
up the specifications for a hut 14x16 feet on a 
site... “Sides, ends and roofs to be made of 
logs, and the roofs made tight with split stobs; 
the sides made tight with clay ... the door to 
be made of split oak stobs.” 

He offered prizes to those who finished their 
huts fimst, and for a week the axes rang in. the 
fine hardwood forests. By Christmas Day most 
of the men were snugly housed against the heavy 
snow. 

All these huts now are gone. But the sites 
where they stood have been found—rectangles 
of still hard-packed clay, and replicas of them 
have been put up, so that the visitor may see in 
exact detail, complete to clay fireplace and 
cooking gear, the shelter that covered Wash- 
a men in the darkest Winter of the Revo- 
ution. 

But shelter was not enough, and Washington 


dreds. Their feet and legs froze and were am- 
putated. Diarrhea, dysentery and rheumatism 
were rampant. Smallpox broke out. Men were 
driven to distraction by an itch which spread 
through camp. Of less than 12,000 men, 3,000 
died and were buried in unmarked graves near 
their company areas. The locations of only two 
are known today, one that of a young Rhode 
Island Meutenant named John Waterman, the 
other that of a hungry scrounger shot while raid- 
ing a farmer’s chicken coop. |

generals, LaFayette, Greene, Wayne, Von 
Steuben, DeKalb, Alexander Hamilton and the 
rest. He saw his yeoman army take on form as a 
fighting force. 

Spring came, and from the rich countryside 
around, farm wagons rolled in, bringing the first 
vegetables, the milk, the butter, the eggs, the 
meat, that put flesh on the bones of the scare- 
crow host and hope in its heart. Part of this 
supply of food came as a result of Washington‘s 
stern orders. Civilians roundabout found it 
more profitable to peddle their food in Phila- 
delphia rather than to sell it to the soldiers for 
Continental currency of dubious value. Such 
faithless ones had a hard time if caught trying to 
smuggle their supplies through to the British. 
They got 50 lashes, well laid on, every day for 
five days, and at the end of each lashing, their 
open stripes were washed with salt water. 


Out of despair and hopelessness, holding 
his troops together with a combination of 
fatherly solicitude and stern discipline, Wash- 
ington fashioned his army. In June of 1777, 
when the dogwood, the laurel and the azaleas 
were blooming on Mt. Misery, the evacuation 
began. The army moved out. Soon Hessian 
prisoners, captured in its victories, were 
stumbling along the dusty roads to occupy 
the mud huts of Valley Forge. Ahead still 
lay four years of war, but the tide was run- 
ning deep and strong toward Yorktown and 
final victory. 


And an American star.ding on the green hills 
that rise about the river knows the emotion 
Henry Arnett Brown felt when he said: 

“If freedom be any longer precious and faith 
in humanity be not banished {rom among you, if 
love of country still finds a refuge among the 
hearts of men, take off your shoes from off 
your feet, for the place on which you stand is 
holy ground.” 


_ Progress Has Its Complications 


McLEAN, Va.—We have been having, and you will pardon me for mentioning 


it, garbage man trouble. 


Sometimes he’d appear and sometimes 


he wouldn’t. 


And there I was digging holes in the ground, wrestling cans that got heavier by 


the day and burying their contents. This was no fun. 


It also was illegal. 


So Mrs. O. and I went shopping for a garbage chopper-upper to fit under 
the sink. We were amazed to discover that there are 11 different varieties of these devices, each 


guaranteed to do a better job than the next one. 


We chose a silvery job that stands on its 
own rubber feet. It is powered by a large elec- 
tric motor. Inside the can part that attaches 
to the drain are a couple of cross-cut saws, three 
dozen small automatic hammers, and a series of 
tempered-steel knives. Never before have I seen 
so much murderous machinery in so small a 
space. 


Getting this item hooked up was a ma- 
jor undertaking. The plumber didn’t ex- 
actly have to take out the side of the 
house; he compromised on ripping up the 
kitchen floor. The electrician had to snake 
new wires to the fuse box. Eventually they 
were ready to test the apparatus, only to 
discover that I had dene my job with the 
eans too well. 


We had no garbage to chop. Not even a car- 
rot top. I reached for a fine, new potato. My 
bride said it didn’t seem right to waste good food 
(you can see she is no relation to the Secretary 
of Agriculture), but I assured her this was in 
the interest of science. In went the potato. I 
turned on the water and touched the button, as 
per directions, and woosh! The saws whined, the 
hammers pounded, and the knives screeched 
until you’d have thought the house was coming 


down. . 

Suddenly the noise stopped, except for a gen- 
tle purr. I pulled the stopper in the sink (this 
automatically shut off the power) and took a 
eautious look. No potato. It had gone down the 
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drain. Science is wonderful. 

Since then we have had no garbage at our 
house. The scraps have gone off the plates as 
they came from the table. Prune seeds included. 
Odd thing is that you can tell what we’ve had 
for dinner by listening outside the kitchen win- 
dows. Steak bones sound like an opera soprano, 
bacon rinds are baritone, orange peels istle 
and lettuce buzzes like wasps. 

As more people get choppers, this should pre- 
sent an interesting field for research and I pre- 
sent the idea gratis to Dr. George Gallup: That 
is, if more people buy disposers. There seems 
to be two schools of thought on this problem. 


The mayor of one small city In Ohio has 
arranged for every householder in town to 
buy a chopper-upper wholesale and on long- 
term credit. This not only will be a con- 
venience to the housewives, but hizzoner 
figures on saving the taxpayers $15,000 a 
year in garbage trucks not hired. 


Other municipalities look upon this boon with 
jaundiced eye. Their engineers claim that when 
nearly everybody has a chopper, the sewer pipes 
won't be big enough, and when that happens, 
look out. Many of them, including Alexandria, 
Va., down the pike from me, are thinking about 
passing a law making use of these machines a 
crime, punishable by fine the first time and jail 
the second.

The Sicilian is not a type, but 
many types, ranging from the 
fair-haired and straight-profiled 
to the swarthy and pug-nosed. 
Palermo is a blend, a sampling 
of all the Mediterranean, and is 
not completely sold on being 
part of Italy. On Palermo’s 
walls, in addition to the usual 
“Up With the King” and “Up 


‘ With Mussolini,” may be seen 


an occasional “Sicily, Unite 


With America.” 


Palermo is distressingly poor, 
and still is in the postwar “Hey 
Joe, gimme a cigarette, gimme 
money” stage. 


THE CITY is best seen by 
night. Darkness covers the scars 
of war and the sores of poverty, 
and poor as it is, Palermo pol- 
ishes its shoes to promenade un- 
der the bright neon lights and 
drop by the many cafes for a 
cup of expresso, a lot of conver- 
sation and an earful of music. 
Palermo is also warm. The fa- 
mous Italian Spring has been 
late this year, and the tourist 
is met everywhere with the “so 
sorry this is most unusual” atti- 
tude. When I arrived in Paler- 
mo, the sirocco, a hot dry wind 
from Africa was blowing, . and 
the local tourist agents were 
mopping their brows and apolo- 
gizing, “Most unusual for this 
time of year,” but to this chilled 
Georgian it felt good. 


Palermo offers the tourist 
a more colorful collection of 
churches and palaces than 
most cities visited so far. The 
Byzantine influence is strong, 
and the Moors left behind 
bright tiled courtyards and 
mosaics. The most unusual at- 
traction is the Capuchin cata- 
combs where 8,000 corpses sit, 
stand and lie in the attitudes 
of death. No one has been 
buried there recently; buat 
many of the bodies are still 
well preserved and clothed 
and are easily recognizable as 
formerly distinguished mem- 
bers of the local gentry. 


Palermo also is extremely mu- 
sical, loves the opera, and lack- 
ing that, plays its radios 24 
hours a day. Radio favorites this 
season include “Old McDonald 
Had a Farm,” “Missouri Waltz’ 
and “Bongo, Bongo, Bongo.” 

Radio’s only competition here 
is the donkey population. Don- 
keys probably outnumber auto- 
mobiles in Palermo by five to 
one, and they’re in fine voice, 
day and night. Palermo evenings 
are nightmares of sound. The 
local donkey is doubtless the 
world’s smallest and pulls the 
world’s fanciest two-wheeled 
carts. The romantic Sicilian 
spends his patrimony on decora- 
tions for his beast and cart and 
comes up with some startling 
effects. Most carts are elaborate- 
ly painted with battle scenes be- 
tween the Saracens and the 
knights of Christendom, or carry 
the legend of St. George and 
the Dragon. And while the mas- 
ter may be in rags, the donkey 
is befeathered, beribboned and 
bejeweled. The horse population 
is also high, and a hired car- 
riage is the accepted mode of 
transportation. 

Palermo was too noisy by 
night and too dusty by day for 
comfortable living, so i came to 
Mondello, half an hour from 
town by stainless steel trackless 
trolley. Mondello is built around 
a strip of sand that rings a shel- 
tered bay and is half ancient 
fishing village and half a mod- 
ern suburb. But there are plen- 
ty of donkeys in Mondello too, 
and ice cream men with high 
shrill whistles, and hucksters of 
fish, fruit, meat gnd vegetables. 


HOME IN MONDELLO is the 
Villa Esperia, a pension in the 
best tradition of the Victorian 
novel. It is run by a family, 


sunny terrace and lunch under a 
pe arbor by the side of a 
Labinie shneed with calla lilies. 


Supper is more stately, and is | 


served in the main sala, a small 
room, approximately one-fourth 
of whose cubic space is taken 
up by a glass chandelier that 
writhes its way from the ceiling 
half way to the floor. The chan- 
delier is wreathed in ivy for the 
final festive touch. The villa par- 
lor is for decorative purposes 
only, and is furnished with 
straight-backed chairs and books 
extolling the glories of Sicily in 
about every language except 
English and Aramaic. 


Other guests at the villa fit 
right into the setting. There 
is a Swiss professor of lan- 
guages improving his vacation 
by a study of Sicilian dialects, 
and a bright Australian lassie 
whose work among displaced 
persons for the last few years 
has given her a haunted look. 
She announced she intends to 
stay in Sicily until she laughs 
again, and then she’s going 
back home via the United 
States for a taste of gayety, 
plenty and security. 


After - dinner conversations 
here naturally are on a high 
moral plane, and revolve around 
the obligations of the United 
States to the world.

“My God,” swore a French ac- 
quaintance one evening, “the 
people you send here to teach 
the American way. They think 
an international ping pong tour- 
nament will bring about imme- 
diate friendship and understand- 
ing among nations, and that a 
two-day seminar will settle al!

A child becomes a 
person, your own delightful lit- 
tle son or daughter, when you 
take his great emotional experi- 
ences—like the first taste of ap- 
ple sauce, or the first bath in the 
big tub, and knit them in with 
your life. Sharing these incon- 
sequential essentials prepare you 
for the shared discoveries and 
ideas of a breathless five-year- 
old, or the tentative reachings of 
an adolescent.

Overweight in Middle Age 
Tends To Shorten Life 


(Editor’s Note: This is the third in a two-week series on 
“How to Have a Young Middle Age.” The science that is help- 
ing people to live longer can help one to stay young longer 
and banish “birthdayitis.”’) ; 


Overweight is the big problem in middle age... and 
it's no help to keeping young. Ten or 12 added pounds can 
crowd you into a whole size larger—from a 16 to an 18 
and on to matronly sizes. 

However, it is not only be- 
cause you look older with excess 
weight that you feel older. Ex- 


tra pounds strain all the vital or- 
gans, and that is the real reason 
fat is aging. Think of the added 
pounds as extra and a burden 
which you must carry. con- 
stantly. This may be a bit diffi- 
cult, for after all, the pounds 
seem so much a part of your 
person, particularly when they 
come on gradually. It’s easy to 
take the comfortable view that 
it's natural to gain at your age, 
and that the body adjusts to the 
extra weight. 

The body does not adjust. As 
weight increases, bones and 
vital organs do not get more effi- 
cient. Excess pounds handicap So in eating to beat pounds, 
the whole body. go by the excellent rule “Eat 

Built to carry say 145 pounds, What you should first,” and stay 
will the internal machinery last Within 1,150 calories a day. 
as long or work as smoothly bur- 
dened with 25 or more extra 
pounds? The answer is definitely 
no. It has been estimated that 
just 10 excess pounds add a half- 
mile of additignal blood vessels 
through which the heart must 
pump the blood. No wonder a 
considerable amount of excess 
weight is aging and shortens life. 
Normal weight at 25 is healthiest 
and youngest from then on. 

But if it’s not normal and it is 
dangerous to take on pounds, 
why is it so common in middle 
age, you may query. And why 
do folks tend to pile on pounds 
-even if they eat no more than 
formerly? It’s like this ... 
Around there is,a gradual 
slowing down of all body proc- 
esses—perhaps that’s nature's 
way of lessening wear and tear. 
At any rate, calories are not 
converted into energy at the 
game brisk pace. Then too, the 
average person slows down phys- 
ically and takes things easier. So 
when activity is lessened and 
nature slows down, obviously 
less food is required. 


Then why doesn't nature cut 
appetite to fit the lessened re- 
quirements? Nature cant con- 
trol habit, arfd appetite is largely 
habit. Interest in assorted 
sweets and hot buttered biscuits 
doesn’t automatically lessen. In 
fact, sweets, starches and fats 
add up to the dietary excesses in 
middle age. 


Not only is keeping weight 
down important to health—how 
you do it is important to keep- 
ing young. The overweight, even 
while reducing, requires. the 
same protective materials, so 
non’ of the essential foods can 
be safely cut. And that brings 
us back to sweets, starches and 
fats—they are the foods to cut 
down on,
